As we are approaching what may 
be the decisive struggle of the war, 
it is stimulating and encouraging to 
know we are’ entering it with good 
heart and with a clear. conscience 
(Cheers). Had I thought that by 
any safe or honorable -means “we 
could even have averted this struggle 
from the start, or brought it to an 
earlier termination, I shoulfl have felt 
at this moment not merely burden- 
ed with anxiety, but weighed down 
with guilt. But let any man examine 
the whole rg¢cords of this struggle, 
the way it was provoked by ‘Ger- 
many, what has happened since, and 
we must feel the deep conviction in 
our hearts that there is no outlet 
from. the struggle which is possible 
with national honor, with national 
safety, and the liberties of the world 
éxcept a complete victory over the 
tyranny that is attempted to be set 
up: I can honestly say the. govern- 
ment have neglected’ no” possible 
means of finding out whether there 
was any honorable outlet out of this 
war, and. out of the horrors and tra-

The climax of the speech,~ how- 
ever, was the kaiser’s frank and, sad 
admission that England’s.. interven- 
tion in the war had changed the 
whole ‘character of the struggle, and’ 
turned it from a strategic affair into 
a world combat. |. “I, knew . exactly 
what was going to happen,” he said. 
“You Germans did not* know.-There- 
fore I did not let myself’ be misled 
by. the first wave of war  enthusi- 
asm.”

‘War Relief Entertainments 


Regular Supply of Entertainment for 
Convalescent Soldiers in 
Canada ae 


War emergency _ entertainments 
have been given in England for the 
Past three and a quarter years, dur- 
ing which no less than. 900 concerts 
have been given at an expense of 
£7,000 in fees to the“artists engag- 
ed. The objects for which the com- 
mittee engaged in this work was 
formed are: to’ give free concerts ta 
wounded soldiers in hospital, to ‘pro- 
vide employment for artists thrown 
out of employment by the war and 
to foster British music. Although 


-jartists are proverbially over-generous 


in donating their services for ' relief 
entertainments, many find themselves 
stranded because of the war. Deli- 
cacy of touch in the case of instru- 
mentalists is essential to their suc- 
éess and prohibits any occupation 
that would destroy this‘ essential. 

' During the first year of the war 
many: Belgian artists, refugees, found 
themselves without . resources’ other 
than those furnished by~ means of 
these concerts. The scheme has fin- 
ally widened its scope” until. ‘on 
Thursdays at Steinway Hall. there 
are regular “All-British” concerts: in 
which no less than 251 new compo-; 
sitions have been produced. Besides 
there have been open air concerts as 
well as hospital concerts’ for wound-

Coal Dealers Must. ‘ 
Display Their Prices 


Ottawa, Aug. 6.—Regulations regard- 
ing the importation, sale and delivery of 
coal have been issued by the fuel con- 
troller. Among other things they require 
that every coal. dealer. .post. in a,promi- 
ment place in his office a conspicuons 
type- written: or printed notice containing 
alist of ‘prevailing retait prices of: all 
classes and sizes of coal handled by him, 
including discounts, if any. 

In calculating overhead charges to de- 
termine the price of coal, dealers are 
required to exercise moderation in the 
amount they include as their own sala- 
ries. In this connection the regulations 
state salaries and expenses. to officers or 
partners ara not to be increased over 
“those prevailing during the year 1914 at 
@ greater rate'than salaries in other lines 

iave increased. A dealermay charge his 
ousiness with his own salary, but a rea- 
onable rate only. 

Dealers conducting a retail as well asa 
wholesale business are requited to ap- 
portion their overhead expenses and fix- 
ed charges to each branch, and this ap- 
portionment must be a reasonable com- 
parison with the average overhead ex- 
penditures and fixed eharges of dealers 
who are engaged entirely in_ retail or en- 
tirely in the wholesale business.

. During the month ~of May’ 10,589 
head of cattle, 29,672 hogs, 210 sheep 
and 311 horses were received at the 
Union Stockyards at Winnipeg, Man- 
itoba. Of the cattle, 3,355 were sent 
to the local abattoirs, 349 .were for- 
warded to Eastern Canada, 4,663 
were returned to western farms, and 
2,120 went. south .to the United 
States. The local ‘Rbattoirs’ received 
26,404 of the hdgs, and°633 were sent 
to Eastern.Canada, the others, more 
than 2,000 remaining in thé west. 
Most of the sheep returned to west- 
ern farms, 76 only going to the abat- 
toirs,.
